Memorial Park Lights 

The administrator received a proposal to replace 3 scape lights with LED heads, replace 1 fixture 

to LED near the ice skating rink, replace 2 lamps in the “UFO” lights to LED and replace16 

pickle ball court lights with to LED with an estimated cost of $12,100.00. We would receive a 

$12,246.00 rebate. The monies would come from the Parks & Recreation fund. A motion was 

made by Luplow and seconded by Heck to approve the project.
